G. S. R 478(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 3 and section 3 4 of the Indian Ports 
Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the then Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport, No. GSR 798(E), dated the 30th November, 1984 the Central Government hereby directs that with effect from the 
day following the expiration of thirty days from the date of publication of this notification in the Gazette of India, port due shall 
be levied on the vessels entering the port of New Mangalore and described in column (1) of the Schedule hereto annexed at the 
rates specified in column (2) thereof and at the time fixed in column (3) of the said Schedule namely:—

Exceptions: 

(a) Vessel entering the Port of New Mangalore in ballast and not carrying passengers shall be charged with the port due at 
three-fourth of the scheduled port due (section 46 of Indian Ports Act, 1908), 

(b) Vessel entering the Port of New Mangalore but not discharging or taking in any cargo or passengers (with the excep¬ 
tion of such unshipment and reshipment as may be necessary for the purpose of repairs) shall be charged with a port 
due at 50% of the scheduled rates (section 47 of Indian Ports Act, 1908). 

(c) No port due shall be chargeable in respect of— 

(i) any pleasure yacht, or 

(ii) any vessel which having left the port is compelled to re-enter it by stress of weather or in the consequences of 
having sustained any damage (section 48 of Indian Ports Act, 1908). 

(d) Vessels which call at the outer anchorage of the Port and anchor within or beyond the port limits for the purpose of 
c hangi ng crew, receiving stores and water, and without discharging or loading any cargo or passenger, shall be charged 
with port dues at 25% of the scheduled rates.
